F. No. Tariff/TPT/l/98-TAMP. —hi exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Major Port 
Trust Act, 1963 (Act 38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby decides the application of the 
Tuticorin Port Trust about amendment of Scale of Rates relating to inclusion of overhead charge in damage claims 
as in the Order appended hereto.

The Tuticorin Port Trust (TPT) — Applicant 

ORDER 

( Passed on this 22 day of September 99 ) 

This case relates to an application made by the Tuticorin Port Trust 
(TPT) for amendment of the TPT Scale of Rates about inclusion of overhead 
charge in damage claims. 

2. The proposal of the TPT is that, in respect of damages caused to 
the Trust’s property, a rate of 23.75% may be levied as Overhead Charge on 
actual cost involved in rectifying the damage. 

3. The proposal was subjected to the usual consultation process with 
the Port users and was also taken up for a joint hearing at the TPT on 18 
January 99. At the joint hearing, it was agreed by the TPT that they would 
explore the possibilities of insuring Port properties and send a revised proposal 
in consultation with port users. However, no revised proposal has been received. 

4. The proposal of the TPT was also taken up for discussion at the 
TPT on 9 August 99 during the joint hearing regarding general revision of Scale 
of Rates of the TPT. The port has stated that users requested the TPT to 
absorb the damage cost instead of raising bills against individual parties causing 
damage to port property. The same was not accepted by the port as absorption 
of the damage cost might increase occurrence of damage to port properties. 
The user’s view was that in case the port did not agree to absorb the damage 
cost, the properties prone to damage might be insured and the premium be 
recovered from the cargoes and the vessels as a special levy. The same was 
also not agreed to by the Port Trust, because damages are caused due to 
negligence of individual parties; and, all cargoes and vessels can not be asked 
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to bear the incident of such negligence. Therefore, the Port strongly felt that the 
proposal for insurance of properties was not feasible proposition. The original 
suggestion to recover insurance premium from users was also not found to be 
practicable because a comprehensive list of the users of port property could not 
be finalised in the beginning of the year Itself. 

5. In view of the above position, the Port has now come up with the 
following proposal: 

(i) . The question of insuring the Port property may be deferred. The 

TAMP may discuss the issue in the FA & CAO’s Conference and 
take a policy decision commonly for all the Major Ports. 

(ii) . The Port proposal for levying an Overhead Charge of 23.75% may 

be approved. The Overhead Charge may be implemented till 
TAMP takes a common decision for all the Major Ports in respect of 
insurance of Port properties against damage. 

6. There was no agreement regarding levy of Overhead Charge in 
the joint hearings held on 18 January 99 and 9 August 99. The Authority 
therefore feels that it is not appropriate to approve the overhead Charge at this 
stage. Accordingly, the Authority decides to defer the decision till a policy for 
common adoption for all the Major Ports is taken after the whole issue is 
considered in consultation with the FA & CAO's of all the Major Ports.
